Nearly all the com- 
panies are operating at ca- 
pacity 
and have 
orders 


ahead for months, and dur- 
ing the summer the orders 
have 
been 
mounting 
in- 


stead of diminishing. 


"Machine tools" are odd- 


ly named. They are most- 
ly elaborate machines. And 
machines are not tools at 
all, a tool being strictly a 
simple implement such as 
a shovel, hammer, wrench 
or screw-driver, whereas a 
machine is complex and has 
moving parts. Be that as 
it may, "machine tools" is 
what they are called, and 
will probably continue to 
be called. And they are the 
very foundation, mechani- 
cally 
speaking, of indus- 


trial prosperity. 


When the machine tool 


demand falls off, indus- 
tries are slackening, fac- 
tories are closing, bad times 
beginning. 
When it picks 


up and continues strongly, 
it points to industrial ex- 
pansion and business 
im- 


provement. Here is one of 
the many convincing signs 
that, almost regardless of 
politics, weather, war scares 
and other disturbing fac- 
tors, the green lights are 
flashing on for the immedi- 
ate years ahead.

TOLLEY PROMISES 
AID PROPOSED PLAN 


COMMODITY LOANS 


COLLEGE STATION, July 24.— 


(IP)—H. R. Tolley, farm adminis- 
trator, today told a gathering ol 
Texas farmers he will do all he 
can to put Secretary 
Wallace's 


proposed system of 
commodity 
loans into effect. 
In an address prepared for de- 


livery here at the annual farmers 
short course, he asserted suet 
a program would give additiona 
crop insurance to farmers which 
he said they now have to a de- 
gree under the existing farm pro- 
gram. 
"To my mind, the 
insurance 
phases of the AAA programs are 
among their best features," Tol- 
ley said. 
"Secretary Wallace feels so too 


and he wants farmers to have 
additional 
crop insurance. 
He 


would couple it with a system 
of commodity loans that would 
store wheat, corn and other crops 
In time of plenty to be used in 
the years when drought or other 
causes reduced production, 
"I think such a plan is feasible 


and will do all that I can to 
help put it into execution at the 
earliest possible moment 
If 
it 


io feasible, the shocks that come 
through drought or through sur- 
pluses will be cushioned 


"Not only will additional pro- 
tection be given the grower, but 
protection will be given to con- 
sumers as well against threats of 
scarcity, or prices that are too 
high." . 


Present Plant Effective. 
Speaking of the present con- 
servatism program, Tolley said ef- 
fects "of exploitation of the na- 
tion's natural resources were so 
plain they can no longer be ig- 
nored." 


"We shall not have the capaci- 
ty to produce enough food and 
feed for our own use unless we 
stop exploiting our natural 
re- 
sources," he said. 


Tolley declared that a criti- 


cism of the AAA of interference 
with the farmer was false since 
participation in adjustment pro- 
grams was on "a voluntary ba- 
sis, as is participation In the ag- 
ricultural conservation program." 
"The national programs for ag- 


riculture that have been operated 
in this country thus far would 
not have been effective without 
the support and direction of the 
producers," he said. 


"The farm programs, if they 
mean anything to the 
farmer 
and the country as a whole, must 
never lose sight of the fact that 
their basic consideration Is the 
welfare of the primary produc- 
er."

Section 1. That Article III of

AUSTIN, July 27.—(SpU—Tex- 
as is practically free of infantile 
paralysis while that dread disease 
and particular foe of young chil- 
dren is reaching epidemic pro- 
portions in Alabama and adjoin- 
ing states. Reports to the State 
Health Department disclose that 
there have been only 18 cases 
from 16 widely separated coun- 
ties in every geographical 
sec- 
tion of the state since January 
1. Only one case in Texas was 
reported last week from the en- 
tire state. There were 36 cases 
of the disease in Texas during 
the first six months of last year.

is 
endemic

"and 
scarcely ever assumes epidemic 
proportion." 
"Children under five are more 
susceptible to the disease and all 
children 
under

physician should be

once and physicians should re- 
port all cases to the health au- 
thorities Immediately. When the 
disease occurs all cases should be 
isolated for 
21 days.

A fierce battle was reported in 
progress between 
loyalists

insurgents in the ancient Gothic 
city of Toledo. 


Though at a standstill for the 


moment, fascist armies were re- 
puorted to be threatening Madrid 
both from the 
northwest 
and 


south. Madrid's civil life gradual- 
ly was returning to normal, the 
populace apparently unaware of 
imminent dange. 


Spain's loyal toops marched to- 


day on three regions dominated 
by insurrectionists in the wake 
of what the government termed 
leftist victories on the northern 
slopes of the strategic Guadarra- 
ma mountain passes a few miles 
from Madrid. 


Fascist losses were described as 
heavy. 


The rebel high command flung 


its main power against leftist po- 
sitions in the mountains, strongly 
fortified, and paid for its assault 
on the gateway to the capital city 
were severe casualties. 


Revolt In Eleventh Day. 


Now in its eleventh day, the 
nation's civil war was punctuated 
with reports of a food shortage

Artillery bombed again in the 
Guadarrama 
mountains,

west of Madrid, with heavy rebel 
losses reported. Loyalist wounded 
were being brought back to the 
capital. 
Heavy. fighting raged 
in the 


heart of Seville, southern rebel 
stronghold, with a column of 2,- 
000 government 
supporters

ported in contact with loyal mili- 
tia forces in the city.
